New Addition 
To U. L Hospitals 
Will Be Built 

Rescnrch, Tcnching, Mcdictil 

Service Will DciicfU; 

Cost $6,300,000. 



Ground will be broken early In 
March for a 13-floor additional wing 
to the University of Illinois Research 
ond Educational Hospitals in Chi- 
cago. Total cost of the addition will 
be $6,300,000. 

"Medical service to Illinois resi- 
dents and the teaching and research 
facilities of the University's Chicago 
Professional Colleges {medicine, 
dentistry, pharmacy) will be great- 
ly augmented by the addition," Dr. 
A. C, Ivy, University vice-president, 
said. 

Dr. Ivy, head of the professional 
colleges and hospitals in Chicago, 
pointed out that $2,200,000 of the to- 
t.-^! cost is available from current 
University appropriations, The re- 
mainder is included in the budget 
request for the 1947-49 biennium. 

Bed capacity of the hospitals will 
be increased from 503 to 723 by the 
addition. At present there are 227 
beds in the general hospital, 120 In 
the Illinois Surgical Institute for 
Children (University orthopaedic de- 
partment), and 156 in the Illinois 
Neuropsychialric Institute, which is 
owned and maintained by the de- 
partment of public welfare but 
staffed and operated by the Univer- 
sity. 

Despite the necessary emphasis on 
teaching and research, welfare of 
the patients was uppermost in de- 
signing the addition, Dr. Ivy empha- 
sized. 

] Besides its iiospital facilities, the 
I University serves an average of 350 
' out-patients daily in its clinics. Ex- 
' cept for minor fees computed on a 
; cost basis, these services are with- 
out charge to the patients. 
' To be admitted to the hospitals, 
I patients must be referred by their 
1 own physicians or through clinics 
I conducted by the University's divj- 
' sion of services for crippled chil- 
dren. 



Education Held 
Way to Solve 
Labor Unrest 



"The job of improving labor-man- 
agement relations is not hopeless. 
It is the Rreatest challenge of our 
domesiic life. 

"As education of the masses. 
America's Ljreai contribution to hu- 
man welfare, provided the base for 
our labor union movement, so can it 
help solve our present discontents 
in Iabor-monaK*->inent relations," 

Such are the opinions of Director 
Phillips Bradley of the new Institute 
of Labor and Industrial Relations at 
the University of Illinois. 

He says that American working- 
men and women want two things 
from their jobs: 

1 — Stable employment and a fair 
economic security. 

2 — Satisfaclor>' and cooperative 
on-the-job relations. 

"These demands are the result of 
the public school and the public li- 
brary, which have given the people 
opportunity to consider their own 
positions," according to Director 
Bradley. 

"Now the problems of labor are 
getting the attention of education." 
he says. "Witiiin the last two years 
the state universities in Illinois, N'ew 
York. California, and Washington 
have organized units specializing in 
labor and industrial relations, and 
at least a dozen others have made 
some steps in this direction." 

"The university labor and indus- 
trial relations institutes engage in 
research, extension programs, and 
on-campus instruction. Tiiey can be 
very important in educating those 
in positions of power, Education, 
by breeding insight of problems, 
hold.s the key to good practice ver- 
sus bad."

iMore and bettor dental attention 
for the kiddies is the objective of a 
pioneer step taken this year by the 
University of Illinois College ofDen- 
tistry. 

A complete graduate course in 
pedodontics {dentistry for ciiildren) 
was established under the supervi- 
sion of Dr. Maury Massler. 

The course is expected to contrib- 
ute materially to the number of 
practitioners in this higiily special- 
ized and increasingly important 
field. 

Further. Dr. Massler notes, it will 
help train additional teachers, supn 
ply public health specialists who can 
further a much-needed program of 
preventive care for children, and 
stimulate research work which re- 
sults inevitably in a decrease in dis- 
ease. 

The University's course is the first 
in nny university to extend beyond 
six weeks ond the first to lead to a 
master's degree.

Let The Publk Docide The 

Wage Question 

The wage issue between Illinois Bell Telephone Comi)any 
and its three Illinois unions can be settled here in Illinois— 
by arbitration.

Chicago's Navy* Pier, a city 
amusement center which was turned 
over to tlic Nijvy during the war- 
time cmerRoncy, now has boon 
transformed Into an UnderKraduoto 
Division of the University of Itlinois. 

This branch of the University ac- 
commodates approximately 4,000 
Chicago-area students, mostly vet- 
erans, who otherwise would not have 
been able to continue their educa- 
tion. 

Full courses on the freshman and 
sophomore levels arc offered in lib- 
eral arts, commerce, and engineer' 
ing, Including architecture. One 
hundred and twenty-four course* are 
being given, with classroom work 
each week estimated at nearly 4,000 
-clock hours. A faculty of 219 quali- 
fied Instructors has been recruited 
from the Chicago area. 

The establishment of the new 
branch of the University in Chicago 
1j a part of the University's expan- 
sion program to care for the State of 
lUinois's share of the national emer* 
gcncy In higher education. 

Navy Pier is a well-known Chicago 
landmark. It has been remodeled 
to provide classrooms, four large 
lecture halls, 22 laboratories, a li- 
brary with 10,000 volumes and a j 
huge reading room, as well as 
cafeteria and lounge facilities for 1 
*.000 students. The University has '• 
leased 373,000 square feet— nearly 
half— of the Pier. The remainder j 
is to be used for normal peacetime 
uses— shipping and convention ac- [ 
commodations, « . - ■ 

The transformation of Navy Pier 
Into a college required 350,000 man 
hours of labor in construction and 
remodeling. 

The student cafeteria and a sep- 
arate faculty dining room serves 
oyer 3,500 lunches each day. In ad- 
dition the University operates three 
light lunch counters al convenient 
points on the pier. 

Located near Chicago's Loop, the 
Navy Pier branch is easily accessi- 
ble by all Tf^odes of transportation.

At U. of Illinois 



Guzzling Ghost Is 
Now Withou t Homo 

His Tattt for Deer at Midnight 
Disturbed Traveleri. 



KUMBA, CAMEROONS, EAST 
AFRICA. — The ghost with a taste 
for beer, which hod been disturb- 
ing travelers for nearly 30 years, 
has been left homeless by demoli- 
tion of an old rest house here. 

Tradition had It that the ghost 
was the restless spirit of a former 
German district ofRcer, notorious 
for the iron hand with which he ruled 
the people of the Cameroons. 

Known before World War I as 
the Johann Albrechshohe station, 
the haunted house served as the 
Prussian-like ofTlccr's quarters, dis- 
trict office and military barracks. 

It was built 1.200 feet above sea 
level, on the lip of a drowned vol- 
cano crater, with a wide lake 300 
feet ^below. 

In more recent years, the build- 
ing was turned into a resthousc for 
visiting government ofIlci?ls. 

But so many visitors were badly 
frightened by the creaks and groans 
of the ancient timbers that the place 
received a bad name. 

It was said that the only way to 
get a good night's sleep was to 
place a bottle of beer and a glass 
on a tray shortly before midnight. 
This seemed to satisfy the thirsty 
ghost, for he left the occupiers in 
peace. 

In the morning, according to the 
story, the bottle was found empty, 
the glass encrusted with dried froth. 

Skeptics who had never spent a 
night in the haunted house had 
amusing explanations for consump- 
tion of the unguarded bottle of beer. 

They never could, however, ex- 
plain why the cap was always still 
gripped firmly araund the neck of 
the bottle, and never showed any 
evidence of being touched with an 
opener.

Beneflcial Fungi 

Instead of being harmful, the 
small, rail d, reddish bodies found 
on the uni jrsides of leaves of cit- 
rus and ornamentals arc highly 
beneflcial in that they (the fruiting 
bodies of the red aschcrsonia fun- 
gus) attack the larvae of whiteflles 
andScill them. When a number of 
these round, velvety red liodies are 
found on a leaf, It usually means 
that every whitefly on the leaf has 
been killed. 



Fifty new kinds of synthetic rub- 
ber were made at the University of 
Illinois in a research laboratory es- 
tablished as a part of the govern- 
ment's wartime synthetic rubber 
program. This laboratory is the na- 
tion's largest university group work- 
ing on improvement of synthetic 
rubber, and is a focal point for 
development of new experimental 
rubber. 

Prof. Carl S. Marvel, who heads 
the work, said that in addition to 
developing 50 new synthetic rubbers 
the laboratory hos carried out nu- 
merous other projects of lasting 
value, including: the establishment 
of the effect and importance of pur- 
ity of materials going into synthet- 
ic rubber; Improvement of the soap 
used in the rubber making process; 
and devising analytical methods for 
controlling production of rubber and 
thereby its quality during manu- 
facture. 

The laboratory at the University 
is devoted entirely to research on 
improvements in rubber manufac- 
turing and new types of rubber,»and 
involves no work In compounding, 
vulcanizing, or tire building. It op- 
erates in close co-operation with the 
rutiber companies and with other 
university and industrial laborato- 
ries. 

Whether any of the 50 new syn- 
thetic rubbers developed there will 
ever be adopted 'for tires remains 
to be learned. Some of the new 
rubbers show advantages for spe- 
cialized uses other than tires. 



Mississippi Flood Help Is 

Authorized by U. S. Army 

WASHINGTON. — Gen. Jacob L. 
Devers authorized emergency re- 
lief measures by army troops in the 
event of floods or threatened flood 
disaster in the Mississippi valley. 

The ground forces commander au- 
thorized commanders of the 2nd, 
4th. 5th and 7lh armies to work di- 
rectly with the president of the Mis- 
sissippi river commission on ar- 
rangements for use of army troops 
and supplies during flood emergen- 
cies. 

Under current plans, the army 
commanders would provide troops 
suitable for flood fighting duty, levee 
maintenance, protection and secur- 
ity measures, signal communication 
equipment and personnel, and all 
available vehicles, equipment and 
supply from army stocks as might 
l3e required. 

The Mississippi river commission 
president is the army engineer of- 
ficer in chorge of the lower Mis- 
sissippi river division. 

Army troops also were used in 
Washington state to combat flood 
conditions. 



Theories on Ironing 

Heavier irons are favored by those 
women who believe that weight 
saves the worker from exerting ex- 
tra pressure and that the combina- 
tion of weight and right temperature 
makes for greater ediciency in the 
ironing process. Those who prefer 
lightweight irons believe that much 
energy is saved In lifting and that 
ironing success can be achieved 
by proper heat in the iron combined 
with correct moisture in the fabric 
without the use of added pressure. 



Discovered Insecticide 

In the I9th century a farm boy 
accidentally dropped a bottle of coal 
oil Into a horse tank and noticed that 
the floating oil killed the mosquito 
larvae. Grown to manhood, L. O. 
Howard became an entomologist in 
the USDA. The discovery of the 
larvacldal value of kerosene Is cred- 
ited to him, and kerosene hos now 
been one of the insect control stand- 
bys for more than 50 years.. 



Farm Travel 

Farmers are the largest single 
group of motor vehicles owners, with 
more than four million passenger 
cars in use on 'farms. In addition, 
farmers own 1,110,000 trucks and 
hire another half-million to handle 
farm products and supplies.
